Constitution of a Committee of Educational Experts to- 
consider and advise on the educational and other allied 
questions relating to the reconstitution of Osmania 
University as a Central Institution. 

No. 231-H. — The Government of India in consulta- 
tion with the Government of Hyderabad decided to 
reconstitute the Osmania University as a Central 
Institution and in pursuance of the decision appointed 
an Official Committee to work out the details.

Public Notice No. 118-ITC.(PN)/50, dated 26th Septem- 
ber 1950, which is republished in Appendix ‘F’ to the 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1952, should be 
extended to these commodities. 

2. Soft currency licences for the import of mother 
of pearls, natural coral tree, coloured Brazilian stones, 
broken pearls, demi pearls and ocean pearls would be 
granted upto 50 per rent, of the rupee equivalent of 
the foreign payment received in payment of the f.o.b. 
value for the goods exported. Exports to Nepal, Tibet, 
Pakistan and the French and Portuguese possessions in 
India will not be taken Into account In determining the 
amount upto which import licences will be granted.
